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Call for action over 
speeding on estate

A COUNCILLOR is pleading with 
drivers to slow down before some¬ 
one is seriously injured or killed on 
an estate in Newmarket. 

Cllr David Wright said speeding 
was a major problem on the Stud- 
lands estate, which he represents 
on Newmarket town council, and 
something needed to be done to 
make drivers slow down. 

He said: “Studlands has a couple 
of really bad speeding areas. One is 
the bend on Hyperion way - within 
weeks someone ploughed into ve¬ 
hicles and someone else drove into 
someone’s wall last year. 

“The other area where people 
tend to speed is the long straight 
through Studlands Avenue from 
Homebase.” 

Last year, 30mph signs were 
painted on the road - but Cllr 
Wright said these hadn’t helped to 
slow drivers down at all. 

Instead, he suggested a reduction 
in the speed limit, from 30mph to 
20mph, or traffic calming measures 
such as speed bumps or islands in 
the road were needed. 

But above all, he said, drivers 


needed to take responsibility and 
slow down. 

“A speeder is a speeder - they are 
going to be irresponsible whatev¬ 
er,” Cllr Wright said. 

“If people are going to tear 
around, it doesn’t matter what the 
speed limit is. People need to take 
more care and more thought. 


“They have got to slow down. 

“Does a child have to be knocked 
down before something is done? 
It’s just a question of time before 
someone is hurt.” 

He is supported by fellow Stud¬ 
lands councillor Michael Anderson 
who also raised the speeding issues 
last year and said Hyperion Way 


was a particularly “horrendous” 
area. 

Cllr Robin Millar, district and 
county councillor for Newmarket, 
said he was trying to get funding 
to improve the roads and was con¬ 
cerned the area may become a rat 
run. 

He said: “A lot of residents are re¬ 


ally concerned about speeding on 
the estate. The junction of Hyperi¬ 
on and Nimbus Way is particularly 
dangerous and I am trying to secure 
county council funding for improv¬ 
ing this spot.” 

The county council has chosen a 
measure to try and stop speeding. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
council is aware of the issue and 
is in talks with the Studlands Park 
Residents Association with a view 
to installing a ‘speed table’ on the 
estate.” 

A speed table is a type of wide 
speed bump. 

Cllr Millar added: “Linked to this 
is a concern I have that Studlands 
might become a rat run for traffic 
avoiding the queue that backs up 
from the A14 down Fordham Road 
and onto Willie Snaith Road. 

“I understand from Highways 
that the A14/A142 junction is being 
reviewed at present.”

Fiveways to get 
new crossing 


THE Fiveways roundabout 
in Barton Mills looks set to 
get a pedestrian crossing 
under plans from the High¬ 
ways department. 

A crossing is proposed for 
an approach to the rounda¬ 
bout to enable pedestrians 
to get to the new McDonalds 
and Shell garage. 

The crossing could be in¬ 
stalled in the summer if all 
goes to plan, according to a 
letter sent to Matthew Han¬ 
cock. 

First, the current works by 
the developer must undergo 
a safety audit. 

In the letter, the High¬ 
ways Agency said: “The de¬ 
veloper’s highways works 
have just undergone the 
Stage 4 Road Safety Audit. 
The draft proposals and op-

tions assessment relating to 
a pedestrian crossing im¬ 
provement were considered 
as part of the scope for the 
audit. 

“Once the Stage 4 Road 
Safely Audit report is made 
available to the council, dis¬ 
cussions will take place to 
determine the most appro¬ 
priate way to implement a 
pedestrian crossing, togeth¬ 
er with any necessary asso¬ 
ciated work such as street 
lighting and speed limit 
changes, within the agreed 
amount of developer find¬ 
ing.” 

Wendy Chipping, who has 
been leading the campaign 
to make Fiveways safer with 


the Safety at Fiveways Es¬ 
sential Facebook group, said 
she was really pleased with 
this positive step in the cam¬ 
paign. 

She said: “I will be having 
another meeting to discuss 
their findings and what they 
think their solutions should 
be. We are not going to let 
this slip away into the back¬ 
ground -1 will keep fighting 
for improvement on every¬ 
one’s behalf.”

Nearly £700 raised after 
rider’s Speedway crash

A SPEEDWAY rider walked 
away from a horror crash 
in Mildenhall last weekend 
which saw his bike damaged 
and his suit and helmet writ¬ 
ten off. 

Connor Mountain and 
Danny Ayres collided during 
a meeting at Mildenhall Fen 
Tigers at the weekend, with 
both hitting the fence. 

Danny was able to con¬ 
tinue with the day’s races but 
Connor’s kit was damaged 
and he could not continue 
after going into shock. 

However, supportive 
Speedway fans have rallied 
round for the 18-year-old 
rider, who is on his third 
season with the Mildenhall 
Fen Tigers, and raised nearly 
£700 to replace his helmet 
and suit in just two days. 

Andy Mountain, Con¬ 
nor’s dad, said: “The crash 
was awful. It was horrible to 
sit there and watch but we 
know it was a racing incident 
and just one of those things. 

“Connor was pretty beaten 
up. There was nothing bro¬ 
ken but he had some tissue 
damage and some bruises 
and abrasions. He went into 
shock in the medical room. 

“There is quite a lot of 
damage. It wrote his helmet 
off - that’s about £400 - and 
he lost an arm from his suit 
which is about £450. We are 
not sure on the cost of the 
bike yet.” 

Speedway fan Troy Dudley 
set up a crowd funding page 
for Connor, who has been 
riding since he was five, after 
the crash on Sunday night. 

The page said: “After crash¬ 
ing heavily today [Sunday], 
Connor’s crash helmet and 
race suit have been written 
off. Also there is a consider¬ 
able amount of damage to 
his bike. 

“Connor is always pro¬ 
fessional and would never 
dream of asking for our help, 
and for this to happen at the 
first meeting of the season 
must be soul destroying.” 

Since then, donations 
have flooded in and the to¬ 
tal now sits at £655 when the

A NEW hub for people with brain in¬ 
juries has been set up in Mildenhall 
- thanks in part to those who raised 
money for Simon Dobbin. 

Headway Suffolk launched the 
new satellite hub on Tuesday at the 
Jubilee Centre. 

The hub aims to help its users de¬ 
velop skills and improve their cogni¬ 
tive abilities in a supportive environ¬ 
ment. 

They do this through a variety of 
rehabilitation activities to see their 
users succeed. 

Helen Fairweather, chief execu¬ 
tive of Headway, said: “The hub has 
started in Mildenhall because one 
of the local GP surgeries said that a 
number of their patients would ben¬ 
efit from it. 

“Mildenhall is out on a limb so we 
wanted to make sure our services 
have easy access for local people. 

“We have two main hubs in Bury St 
Edmunds and Ipswich but for peo¬ 
ple who live in Mildenhall, they can 
be hard to get to as a lot of our users 
don’t drive and public transport can 
be expensive and difficult to use.” 

Headway opened a service at St 
John’s Community Centre in Milden¬ 
hall last June. 

However this was forced to close 
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due to a shortage in referrals and the 
out of town location of the centre. 

It is hoped that the major £750,000 
refurbishment of the Jubilee Centre 
and the close location to the town 
centre and bus station will mean a 
brighter future for the new hub. 

Helen added: “Six people have 
started at the hub this week and for 
week one that is really good. 

“We want to make sure as many 
people as possible can access it.” 

Some of the funding for the 
Mildenhall Hub came from the fam¬ 
ily, friends and supporters of Simon 
Dobbin, a football fan from Milden¬ 
hall who was attacked on his way 
home from a Cambridge United 
match in Southend. 

He suffered significant injuries in 
the attack, which saw him hospital¬ 
ised and then taken to a neurological 
care unit in Norwich. 

Last month, he was finally brought 
home to Mildenhall where fundrais¬ 
ing continues to raise cash so the 
family can make changes to their 
home. 


“Simon’s family wanted to give 
some support to other people in 
Mildenhall who had a similar condi¬ 
tion so they did a whole range of fun¬ 
draising which totalled about £800,” 
Helen said. 

“That allowed us to start the hub 
up and keep us going for the first few 
months when numbers might be 
lower.” 

The new Mildenhall hub will be 
open every Tuesday between 10am 
and 3pm. 

Headway Suffolk supports 250 
people in the county who have an 
acquired brain injury or a neurologi¬ 
cal condition. 

Users attend rehabilitation or 
therapy in the hubs every week. 

This rehab and therapy can also be 
provided at home. 

Other Headway hubs can be found 
in Haverhill, Eye, Woodbridge and 
Felixstowe.

TRADING STANDARDS 

100 dangerous harnesses seized 
after being put up for sale on ebay 


BROKEN and dangerous 
climbing harnesses were 
seized by trading standards 
last week after a tip off that 
a seller was marketing them 
on eBay. 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
were alerted on April 2 by 
West Yorkshire Trading 
Standards to a seller called 
Surplusandlost online, a 
Suffolk-based businesses 
selling safety harnesses. 

However, the Petzl Aspir 
harnesses had been cut and 
disposed of to prevent them 
being sold - only for them to 
be stitched back together in 
France. 

Lyon Work and Rescue, the 
representative for Petzl Aspir 


in the UK, confirmed that 
the products had not been 
repaired and would cause 
the risk of serious injury or 
death if the repairs failed. 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
contacted the seller who 
issued a product recall. 

They are now contacting 
all of their customers who 
purchased the harness to 
warn them of the risks and 
offer a full refund. 

Sarah Stamp, cabinet 
member for communities, 
said: "These harnesses had 
originally been destroyed 
and have absolutely not been 
repaired by an authorised 
person. 

"We have serious concerns 


over the safety of these 
harnesses and climbers 
cannot assume the harness 
would protect them in the 
event of a fall. 

"The risk is a very serious 
one, which could result 
in death or life changing 
injuries for the user. 

"I urge anybody who has 
purchased one of these 
climbing harnesses from 
Surplusandlost online to stop 
using it immediately." 

There are no safety 
concerns over harnesses 
which have had repairs 
carried out by authorised 
representatives, a Suffolk 
Trading Standards 
spokesman said. 


CRIME 

Ban for woman 
who caused 
fatal car crash 


A WOMAN has been given a 
community order and a driv¬ 
ing ban after she admitted 
causing the death of a pas¬ 
senger in a three-car crash. 

Clare Butler, 36, of Grana¬ 
ry Road in Newmarket, was 
driving a Ford Focus when it 
was in collision with an Audi 
80 and a JCB on the B1061 
Bradley Road in Burrough 
Green on March 16 last year. 

The Audi back seat passen¬ 
ger, Sebestian Andrzej Chle- 
bosz, 23, of Aureole Walk in 
Newmarket, died as a result 
of his injuries. 

Butler pleaded guilty to 
causing death by careless 
driving when she appeared 
in Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday. 

She was given a 12 month 
community order, 100 hours 
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unpaid work and a 12 month 
driving ban. 

A 21-year-old man from 
Burwell, who was front seat 
passenger in the Audi, suf¬ 
fered slight injuries and the 
driver, a 23-year-old man 
from Soham, suffered serious 
injuries. 

Butler and the fCB driver, a 
32-year-old man from Carl¬ 
ton, received slight injuries. 

A witness at the time said 
he could see a car under the 
fCB and described road con¬ 
ditions at the scene as being 
“quite bad” as it was muddy 
and wet. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service were called to the 


crash at 8.10am, sending 
crews from Haverhill, Bury 
St Edmunds and Newmarket 
to free three people who were 
trapped in the car. 

Five ambulances were also 
sent to the scene. 

Volunteer doctor Fiona Vir¬ 
go, who volunteers with Suf¬ 
folk Accident Rescue Service 
(SARS) came across the crash 
scene while she was driving 
to work. 

At the time, she said: “It 
was immediately apparent 
that this was a significant in¬ 
cident which was made more 
complex by the fCB being on 
top of the vehicle. 

“There were many emer¬ 
gency personnel present at 
the scene who all worked to¬ 
gether in a very challenging 
incident environment.”

The real cost 
of going green 

I LIVE in Newmarket and the brown 
bin change has made a largely 
negative difference. 

I've always been an 
environmentally friendly person, 
making sure all my garden waste, 
my cooking vegetable peelings along 
with shredded paper and cardboard 
all went in the brown bin, especially 
cardboard when my blue bin was full. 

I rang the council to seek answers 
to the scheme change and was told 
that the reason this was introduced 
was to try and save £500,000, which 
we all know wouldn't take much to 
do if certain people's wages were 
reduced. 

I was also told that general waste is 
now used to create energy in power 
stations rather than go to landfill. 

I questioned this, by asking if this 
was the case why are we being asked 
to pay for the use of the brown bins 
and why are we still needing them 
emptied if this waste for energy 
actually exists? 

From observation, that would mean 
we wouldn't need the brown bins 
at all and we wouldn't need to pay 
anything.

April also brings changes to support 
for housing costs, a reduction in 
Universal Credit Work Allowances 
and the introduction of a new single 
tier state pension.

A MAN walking his way around race¬ 
courses in the UK to raise money for 
Racing Welfare and Pancreatic Can¬ 
cer UK will return to HQ this week.

Council looks into buying 
£14.4m solar farm again

THE district council is exploring 
whether it can buy a £14.4m solar 
farm in Lakenheath for the second 
time. 

Forest Heath District Council are 
looking to strike a deal with the 
owners of a large scale solar farm of 
12 mega watts or more at Toggam 
Farm in Fakenheath. 

However, the purchase is again 
subject to commercial condi¬ 
tions and the purchase will only 
go ahead if certain conditions are 
met. 

This means any development 
risk is with the current owners. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, Forest 
Heath cabinet member for re¬ 
sources and performance, said 
the council was looking to buy the 
farm to raise money for vital servic¬ 
es they offer while other funding is 
being cut. 

He said: “Government funding 
for councils is being withdrawn 
while council tax comes nowhere 
near to covering the total cost of 
the day to day services that we pro¬

vide to our communities. 

“That means, that we, as a coun¬ 
cil, are acting more commercially 
to generate income that will pay for 
these services - and the potential 
from the solar farm is huge. 

“Capital funding cannot be spent 
on providing day to day services 
but by investing it wisely we can 


create a significant income that 
will pay towards these. 

“We recognise that this is a big 
sum of public money that we are 
looking to invest so this will only 
go ahead when the commercial 
conditions have been met.” 

The council first tried to buy the 
solar farm in September last year 


but decided not to invest after they 
found “several risks”. 

However during due diligence 
- legal, financial and commercial 
checks - problems were high¬ 
lighted which meant the council 
could not complete the farm by a 
deadline to qualify for government 
funding.

Drug drivers 
targeted by 
county police 


EIGHTY people were found 
to be drug driving last 
month during a campaign 
by Suffolk police. 

The force were taking part 
in the Department for Trans¬ 
port’s THINK! campaign, 
which saw the Roads Polic¬ 
ing and Firearms Operation 
Units testing 225 people at 
the roadside in March. 

Police now have the power 
to carry out tests at the road¬ 
side after new laws intro¬ 
duced in March 2015. 

Suffolk police worked 
with Norfolk police to car¬ 
ry out 225 tests, with 80 of 
those coming back positive, 
144 negative tests, and one 
person who refused to give a 
sample. Only a saliva swab is 
needed. 

The Department for 
Transport believes drug- 
impaired driving resulted in

141 deaths and 651 serious 
injuries in 2014. 

Cannabis is the most com¬ 
mon drug detected in those 
incidents, the police said. 

Chief Inspector Kristin 
Barnard, head of the Norfolk 
and Suffolk Roads Policing 
Unit, said: “The message 
is clear and simple - police 
are using the roadside kits 
which means that if you 
drug drive you’re more likely 
to be caught and convicted. 

“A drug drive conviction 
will have a serious effect on 
your life including a crimi¬ 
nal record, a minimum 12 
month driving ban and a 
heavy fine. You could also 
face losing your job and lose 
your social life. 


“I hope campaigns like 
this increase awareness of 
the fact that drug driving 
is not acceptable and you 
will be held accountable for 
your actions.” 

Crimestoppers have 
urged people to report driv¬ 
ers who are driving after tak¬ 
ing drugs. 

Antonia Litten, east¬ 
ern regional manager for 
Crimestoppers, said: “Many 
people may be reluctant 
to go to the police, even 
though they know some¬ 
one is a regular drug driver, 
but they should feel they 
can speak up and give vital 
information. It could save 
someone’s life.”

E LECTRIC car maker Tesla has 
unveiled its newest model - its 
lowest-priced vehicle so far. 

The Model 3 will cost 35,000 dollars 
(£24,423) and have a range of at least 
215 miles (346km) per charge, the 
company's chief executive, Elon Musk, 
said. 

Speaking at a launch event in 
California, he said some 115,000 
people have so far pre-ordered the 
five-seater Model 3, which will go into 
production late next year. 

The company hopes to eventually 
produce up to 500,000 vehicles a year, 
he added. 

It is available for pre-order in a host 
of countries, including the UK and 
Ireland. 

Unveiling the prototype, Mr Musk 
said: "We think you are going to be 
blown away. These are minimum 
numbers - we hope to exceed them. 

"It has front and rear trunks. It has 
more cargo capacity than any gasoline 
car of the same dimensions. Somebody 
asked me recently 'Can you fit a 
7ft-long surfboard on the inside?' The 
answer is yes, you can." 

On the price, he said: "Even if you 


buy it no options at all, this will still be 
an amazing car - you will not be able to 
buy a better car for 35,000 dollars, or 
even close, even with no options." 

All Models 3s will come with 
autopilot hardware and safety features, 
as well as supercharging - fast charge - 
capabilities, Mr Musk said. 

The semi-autonomous features 
include automatic lane changing and 


lane-keeping. 

The firm intends to expand its 
worldwide charging network, doubling 
the number of supercharging units 
and increasing its destination chargers 
fourfold by the end of next year. 

The car, which costs £1,000 to 
reserve in the UK, follows the higher- 
priced offerings, the Model S and 
Model X.

with Irish Derby winner Jack Hobbs, 
who completed a racecourse gallop 
at Newmarket before racing. 

Covering seven furlongs with stable 
companion Dick Doughtywylie, Jack 
Hobbs got away under William Buick 


with two furlongs to run, eventually 
pulling six to seven lengths clear. 

He will begin his campaign back 
at Newmarket on Guineas weekend 
in the Jockey Club Stakes, a race 
also mentioned this week as a 
possible starting point for St Leger 
winner Simple Verse. 

Gosden said: “They went a good,

It comes after the 19-year-old 
Moulton athlete led the England 
junior team to victory in the 
European Athletics meeting at 
Podebrady in the Czech Republic 
at the weekend. 

Wilkinson won the event in 
41 min 33sec, just two seconds 
outside his British junior 
record. 

He certainly goes into the 
competition in great form, 
having picked up his maiden 
international victory only last 
month in the junior 10km at the 
IAAF Challenge in Slovakia with a 
time of 41.36.

Gwyn win 


NATHRA justified her favourite tag 
to hand Newmarket trainer John 
Gosden victory in the Group Three 
Lanwades Stud Nell Gwyn Stakes 
on day one of the Craven Meeting. 

The Iffraaj filly set off as 5-4 
favourite for the QIPCO 1000 
Guineas trial and managed to avoid 
being boxed in three furlongs out 
thanks to some astute riding from 
jockey Frankie Dettori. 

Trainer Gosden was delighted 
with what he saw from Nathra, 
although remained coy on whether 
or not she would return to the 
Rowley Mile for the 1000 Guineas 
at the start of May or head to 
France for their equivalent race. 

"Frankie noticed it looked like 
they were going to come across the 
rail and he was going to get well 
and truly boxed in, which I noticed 
from three down," said Gosden. 

"He said he had to move for 
the gap and as soon as he set her 
alight, she was off. He said he 
moved 100 yards too soon, but 
was delighted with her and she had 
done very well. 

"He said she could have done it 
easier, but she couldn't afford to 
wait - we've seen them get boxed 
in when they drift to the rail. We're 
really happy with her. 

"She's in here and in France and 
both are options - probably not 
both races to run in - so it will be 
one or the other and we'll take a 
look. We'll see where we go and 
see where we are over the next 10 
days." 

Bookmaker Paddy Power 
narrowed Nathra's odds for the 
1000 Guineas from 16-1 to 12-1 in 
the wake of the win.
